NEW NAVAL BASE. 


Huge Graving Dock to Be Made at 
Rosyth, Firth of Forth. 


Lord Tweedmouth. First Lord of the 
Admiralty, in a speech at Chelmsford 
ve further details of the new naval 
ase at Rosyth, in the Firth of Forth. 
He said: Along the whole east coast 
of England and Scotland we had not 
a dock capable of accommodating our 
great fighting ships, and the Govern. 
ment had decided to establish a new 
naval establishment in the Firth of 
Forth at a placé called Rosyth. They 
had come to the concluson that this 
would be the most suitable place 
and the one most useful to the navy. 
There “pnd proposed to construct, in 
the first place, a graving dock capable 
of taking our biggest ships, then a 
big basin and quays, which would ac- 
commodate 22 warships alongside 
them, With further developments 44 
warships could be accommodated. Al- 
ready there were considerable land 
defences in the Forth, and they would 
play a very substantial part in de- 
fence in the event of a foreign attack. 
Tt was a very serious resolution for 
the Government to have arrived at, 
but he believed it was to the advan- 
‘of the country, and he did not 
think that when the works were com- 
pleted they would involve any very in- 
creased. cost on the dockyasd estab- 
lishmente. of the country,

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WARSHIP AS TARGET. 


to Test Modern Guns. 

The once powerful battleship Hero 
now lies “a sheer old hulk,” indeed, 
on the Kentish Knock shoal near the 
mouth of the Thaines. She fe a sorry 
spectacle, almost submerged at high 
water, her hall fiddled with shot 
and shell. ITis Majesty’s battleships 
Dominion and Hibernia, two of the 
finest vessels in the navy, used the 
obsolete Hero for a target, and noval 
experts are just beginning to realize 
the fierce destruction these ships 
effected. The Hero is admittedly a 
thoroughly-antiquated craft, but her 
armor was considerable. From tho 
ram to 20 feet from the stern ran. an 
armor belt of from 8 inches to 12 
inches in thickness, Her one turret 
was of 12-inch compound armor, as 
was her conning tower and redoubt. 
As a.guide to the marksmen the 
Hero’s sides were marked off with 
thick white bands into lettered seo- 
tions, and after the first few shots, 
when the range had been found, the 
gunners of the two modern ships 
sent shell after shell with relentless 
accuracy into the iron sides of the 
old ship. 

The testing of the utility of certain 
delicate electrical instruments aboard 
a ship subjected to battle fire was one 
of the manv services the Hero had 
to rerve. The results of this experi- 
ment ri¢htly remains an Admiralty 
secret, but the‘ effects of the fire on 
the old shin’s armor remains for 
any passing fisherman to see. At low 
water the old Hero, but for a strong 
list, appears to be floating. But her 
funnel is gone, as is her fighting top, 
though her one mast survived the 
fire. Forward the Hero éscaped the 
worst part of the fire, though one of 
the first shots fonnd the base of the 
turret, and would, by blowing off 
their ‘muzzles, have successfully put 
out of action the two 12-inch guns 
it contained 

The turret suffered severely, its 12- 
inch armor being torn about in places 
like so much tinfoil. Amidships pro- 
jectiles have torn through the plates, 
in many cases the hole ef one over- 
lapping that of another. The _ bat- 
tered ship soon sank. She could not 
well have done otherwise, for her 
sides were like a couple of sieves. 
Her top-hamper went the way of the 
funnel—overboard. The upper deck 
was swept practically clean. The 
Hero was shot at on three separate 
occasions. She can be of no further 
service to the navy, and her end will 
probably be to serve once more as a 
target—then for torpedoes.

UNCLE SAM’S CAMELS. 
A Government Experiment of Over 
Half a Century Ago. 

How many modern readers of our 
hewspapers ever knew that Uncle Sam 
once enguged in the camel business to 
provide transportation across the burn- 
ing sands? In 1853 congress appropri- 
ated $30,000 for the purchase and in)- 
portation of camels, looking to the use 
of that anima! as an aid to army 
transportation across what was then 
popularly called the Great American 
desert, embracing California, Arizona, 
New Mexico and the greater part of 
northern Texas. Congress was infiv- 
enced to take this action because of 
the successful use of the camel in 


‘ semicivilized warfare by the French in 


Algeria and by the British in the 
orient. 

It fell to the lot of Jefferson Davis, 
then secretary of war and later the 
president of the Confederacy, to carry 
out the wishes of congress. He detalil- 
ed Lieutenant (after Admiral) D. D. 
Porter, U. 8. N., and Major Henry C. 
Payne, U. 8. A., to proceed to northern 
Africa and Asia Minor to buy the 
beasts. The expedition brought back 
seventy-five camels, one drove of thir 
ty-one being shipped in the naval! store 
ship Supply and another of forty-one 
in the United States warship Suwanee. 
Both vessels landed their live cargoes 
at Indianola, Tex., Feb. 10, 1857. 

They were driven thence to Camp 
Verdé in the care of ihree Arab cam 
el drivers, who were brought out for 
the purpose under a year's contract. 
That year, in response‘to a request 
from the senate, Secretary Davis made 
an elaborate report of the expedition, 
which was subsequently published as 
an illustrated volume of 800 pages. 
The experiment was not a success. Its 
failure was attributed to the fact that 
the camels became footsore and -stall- 
ed as soon as they attempted to travel 
over the rocky country outside the 
sandy plains, and it ended in the re- 
lease of the animals in the Colorade 
desert to shift for themselves. There 
the camels thrived and multiplied, One 
of the herds contained over 100 bead. 

The miners aod prospectors, howev- 
er, did not take | udly to their pres- 
evce, because they stampeded pack an- 
imais and other domesticated stock 
whenever chey came in sight. It re- 
sulted finally in a war of extermina- 
tion being waged against them as com- 
Mon oulsances, and what few escaped 
thet raid were slaughtered by the Ari- 
toua (ndlans for their flesh. Although 
this experiment with the camel as a 
beast of burden falled, it was probably 
due to a misuse of the animal rather 
than to any natural shortcoming in it, 
as its great value as a tearden beare: 
in Africa and Asia is undoubted.—Dea-

STAIN REMOVERS. 


To remove rust on copper rub the ar 
ticle with Hquid ammonia. 

Medicine stains may be removed 
from silver spoons by rubbing them 
with a rag dipped tin sulphuric acid 
and wasbing it off with soapsuds, 

A clean cloth dipped in hot water, 
then a saucer of bran, will speedily 
clean white paint without injury to it. 
The soft bran acts like soap on the 
dirt. 

Cold water, a tablespoonful of am- 
monia and soap will retfmove machine 
grease when other means would not 
answer on account of colors running. 

To remove ink stains from linen dip 
the articles in milk and let ft soak for 
about two hours, then take out and 
wash with soap while the milk stil) re- 
mains on the spots of ink. This will 
remove any long standing stain.

One firm 
that paid $15,000 a week in wages in 
June is paying about $1,500 mow. The 
Co-operative Society at the end. of 
September had improved its last 
year’s trading account by $8,000. To- 
day that improvement is turned into 
a decline of $10,000. 

Sunderland depends almost solely 
on shipbuilding. The narrow and 
deep channel of the Wear, full of 
shipping, edged with factories, and 
backed by sharp-rising sides, covered 
with smoke-stained houses, usually 
presents one of the busiest industrial 
pictures to be seen in England. To- 
day giant chimney after giant chim- 
ney stands like a dead thing against 
the sky, no smoke coming from the 
chimneys. The gates of many works 
are shut. 

The one reason for the distress here 
is the amazing decline in shipbuild- 
ing.
